Landon, Nov. 20.—(Copyrighted, 1897, by
the Assochited Press) The stock pot of
interpational politics: has been enriched
during the last few days by two or three
bones which promise to furnish an oppor-
tonity for plenty of contention herciafoer.

payment of this amount., This was fol-
lowid by a sccond mole on the same sub-
Jecr wo-day.

Avstria furnished the second bone in her
demund for the payment of the arrears
due the Oriental Rallway Company for
transporting Turkish troops during the
wir, the rallroad belng an Austrian con-
ecrn and the arrears amounting to £230.-
), at the same time inslsting upon Llhe
dismissal of the Vali of Adana, Asla Min-
or, and of the Mutessariff of Mersina, the
port of Adana, the two officials who were
recponsible for the indignities to which an
Ausirinn merchant, Brazzafolll, was re-
eently subjected to, and also for thelr
share in the insults complained of by tne
Avustrian consul at Mersina, who interferad
in bekalf of Brazzafolll, the agent there
of tho Austrian Lloyd Steamship Company,
te all of which demands Turkey submitied.
Ircidentully the Turkish government is aiso
£aid to have ahbundoned her noval reor-
genization plans as a result of the second
note of Russin on the subject of ths war
indemnity arrears dus that country.

Germany flavored the contents of the
stock pot with hot sauce from China In
the shape of the landing of her saflors and
marines at Kiao-Chau, ostensibly for the
purposa of insisting upon redress for the
murder of two German missionaries; but
possibly, it is intimated, in order to ob-
tain a good coallng station and harbor
for repairing her flect in the far East.

Turkey's bad case of swelled head is
responsible for two of thess contentlous
contributions to the simmering of the po-
litical pot. Her easy victories over Greece
have so rehabllitated the sultan’s -pride
that he had slmost arrived at the bellef
thit, by following the advice of Captaln
Mahan, the author of “Sea Power In His-
tory,” and making his navy strong, Tur-
key might become the seventh great pow-
er and liberate herself from the obnoxious
tuteluge of Christendom. Germany prof-
fered her assistance to build ships for Tur-
key and also offered to supply that coun-
try with the necessary arms, ammunition
and uniforms, In return for about 2 per
cent of the Greek war indemnity.

Then Russin saw her chance to check
the progress of German infiuence at Con-
stantinople. For the past twenly years,
#he has held her unpald 1, O. U. as a
club to force Turkey to do her bidding, and
now azain, but in & more summary fashion
than usual, she has repeated the operation
and has killed two birds with one stone,
namely: Sharply checking Berlin states-
manship and preventing Turkey from
emancipating herself from her dependence
upon Russin. Naturally, this has been a
Litter plll for Germany to swallow, los-
ing, as she does, considerable prestige and
big contracts nt the same moment.

TRIED TO KILL GEN. SHELBY.

Story Teld at Taney County Camp-
fire=How Shelby Sold Stolem
Logs,

Just ufter the presidential election last
yeur there were in Taney county two well
known men with parties encamped within
i whort distance of each other. They woere
Willlam J. Bryan and Genoral Jo Shelby.
Mr. Bryan was there for mest with polit-
oad fricnds, and Generad Shelby, as Cnited
Stutes marshal, was on government busi-
ftiess, the disposition of jogs stolen along
the White river. Two such men in the
oounty at the same time naturally artract-
ed mmceh attention, and the people came
from miles 1o see them.

The people from the wilds of Taney coun-
1y ure intercsting in the customs and cos-
1umes—yveritable  backwoods people—muost
of them had never seen a railroad.  But
they had heard of both Bryan and Shelby.
Whole families came In wagons and on
horsebuck, with supplies to laust for several

Wy,

Mr. Bryan shook hamds with them, re-
ceived them kindly, and they listened with
Tespect 1o what he sald to them. But it
was with General Shelby that they were
freer and more ant home. He had been the
leader of some of the men in the war, and
many interesting experiences were related.
One olid man rede up and, after hitching
his horse to a tree, asked for “old Jo.™
Just them General Shelby came from one
of the wagons., “There he s now,” and
for a few sevonds the two men stood look-
ing at each other,

*1I"vo heard that volee before,” sald Shel-
by. *“This must be Bl Starne” *“Hight
you are,” s=akd li';o stranger, and they
grasped each other's hands

“enerak Jdo you remember the day we
quarrel=d?" asked Starne, when they were
sodtedd around the camplire. “It was the
day after we were licked by the Yankees,
and you were cross. 1 filled up on “old
mule’” teorn whisky) and walked past von
ns you were sitting on a leg. You told me
to stop drinking and 1 told you to go to
h . You h:ur me put under guard, I
wis mad. and in my drunken condition
determined 1o kill you. 1 was released that
evenlng and got some more ‘old mule’ in
me, and when we recvived orders to saddle
our hurses 1 gol as near you as possible,
It was very durk when we reached White

river, ssveral miles above here, and 1
thought it would be a good chance to get
even with you. The river was deeper than
usual and the water cama up to my waist
which no doubt saved your life, as my
pistols were soaked. 1 rode behind you as
we forded the river, and just ns we reached
tha middle I drew my gun and, placing
the muzzle within two feet of your head,
pulled the trigger, but the cap was wet
and falled to explode. You heard the snap
of the hammer and coversd me with your
gun. I threw up my hands, and when we
reached the other bank you lit a match
and looked at my facg, saying, ‘If any of
my men want to kill me let them do it in
anylight, when they can get better aim.
That's all you sald, and, putting your gun
in yvour balt, vou rode awiy., 1 was S0 sur-
prized that T almost fell from my horse,
as 1 belleved ‘old Jo' would kill me. None
of the other boys ever knew anything about
it, and to-night is the first time I have
ever mentioned it since. 1 wouild have died
for ‘old Jo' after that.” ‘

“Yes,"” r"‘"&"'uded the general, *‘you were
nearly killed several times on my account
and I feit 1 could always trust you, I he-
lleve you carry a ball, now, that was In-
tended for me after the fight in Arkansas
when I was sitting on a log in full sighg of
hulf a dozen Unlon soldiers who were hid-
den in the woods. You saw them and ran
10 me to pull me under cover but arrived
{:ISI. in time to get Letween me and that

all.”

“I had that cut out twenty years ago,”
said Starne, “Many a time afterwe had been
licked by the Yunkees have I seen *0Old
Jo' sitting on a stump crying lik= a baby
becauses so many of his boys had been
killed."”

When Shelby came to sell the logs there
woere nearly 100 men present, most of whom
had @ gun on their shoulder or hanging to
thejr saddles. The men who cluimed the
logs had munde threats that trouble would
re<ult If Shelby tried to =ell them. A num-
ber of thez¢ men were formerly members
of the noted Bald Knobber gang and iIn
the distance loomed up one of these baild
knobs where the members of the organiza-
tion used to meet. General Shelby and his
men expected trouble, but the old soldier
had been through too many battles to flinch
now, and mounting a plle of logs announced
the term= of the sale. As he concluded a
rough-looking backwoodsman, somewhat
intoxicated, stepped forward and sald: “We
don't intend to aillow this sale to take place
and warn you not to try i The deputies
had surrounded their chief with their Win-
chesters and their heavy six-shooters, ready
for use. The old fighter's eyes shone like
the days of **'6l."" and exclaiming, ‘I was
sent here by the United States court to
sc]l these logs and, by G—l, I am golng to
do ft. The first man to object will be
placed under arrest, or shot down in the
attempt.” Not a4 word wns said for fully a
minute and the crowd looked uneasy. Then
General Shelby asked for bids. The logs
were so0ld without any trouble, but the price
recelved was #o low that the sale wns not
approved by Judge Philips, of the United
States court, and another sale was held
several months later, at which General
ghv:ll:y took a severe cold, which caused his

eath.

The two camps were in plain view of each
other; yet there wus no interchange of
visit. Whatever Mr. Bryan may have
thought in the matter is not known: but
the old general was pretty definite in his

SHE MASQUERADED AS A BOY.

YOUNG WOMAN WANTED HERE FOn
ROBBERY TELLS A WILD TALE,

Arrested in Omaha, It Develops That
She Has Been Following the
Mam Who Killed Her Broth-
er to Slay Him,

Omaha, Neb.,, Nov. 20.—(Special.) Mas-
querading as a boy, “Queenie” Stewart, a
young mulatto woman, attempted to avenge
ker brother's murder to-lay, by shooting
Joseph Graves. Both are from Kansas
City. Graves sald he conducted a restau-

rant at 64 East Twellth strect, Kansas
City, and was foreced to kill Mark Red-
mond, September 2, 189, for which he was
acquitted. Since then the girl, dressed In
her brother's clothes, claims she has been
following him all over the country. When
locked up to-day, the girl asserted that she
would yet have Graves' life.

Graves sauw the girl aproaching him on
the street, and at once appegled to a
liceman. The officer refused to believe her
to bée o woman, but took the pistol from
her. Both were arrested. The girl secured
a position at a lecal hotel as a porter, a
few days ago. and no one suspected that
she was a girl. Bhe was so clever as to
even decelve her aunt, Mrs. George Woaods,
of this clty. She had been roomiug there,
claiming to be one of her numerous broth-
ers from Kansas Clty.

Mre, Woods, when interviewed, emphnt-
fcally denled that the supposed boy was
a girl, and so earnest was her denlal that
the discovery of women's clothing in the
niece’'s grip did not disabuse her mind.
She accompanied the reporter to lice
headquarters, where she saw the girl, and
satisfied herself. The Young woman is
booked as “Mrs, Queenie Victoria Stewart.”

Mack Redmond, brother of Mrs, Stewart,
was shot and killed September 3, 189, at
Twelfth and Charlotte streets by Jo Graves,
who hind & negro restaurant near where
the shooting occurred. Graves wis arrest-
ed, tried and acquitted on the plea of self-
defense, Redmond was porter In o near-by
barber shop, and had been paying attention
to a walter ‘Flrl in Graves' restaurant.
Graves warned him to Keep away from the
lnce, and on the day of the shooting forci-
LI_\' ejected him from the door. He secured
some bricks and started back
Graves, when the latter appeared In the
door and shot him. He died at the city
hospltal.

Mrs, Lilllan Stewart. who Is known !n
Kangas City a= *Queenie”  FRedmond,
werked In o barber shop on Third street
between Walnut street and Grand avenue
for a year after the killing of her brother.
Ehe married a negro named Stewart. who
cooked at Beck's restaurant near Fourth
and Walnut streets. She was arrested sov-
eral times in Kansas City last summer for
masquerading in men's clothing.

Several months ago she found work as
a domestic in the'home of Frank Dickson,
manager of the Industrial Land Associa-
tion. who lives at 327 Olive streel. Novem-
ber 16 she stole a gold watch, several suits
of clothing, 55 In moncy and other jewelry
from Mr. Dickson and ieft town. When
arrested In Omaha she had on ona of Mr.
Dickson’s suits. .

A warrant charging *'Queenie” with
grand larceny was sworn out before Jus-
tice Rrueger yesterday and Detective AMe-
Anany will leave this morning for Omnha
to bring her back. The pollee at Omaha

LONDON EDITOR ASSAILS
GREATER NEW YORK.,

THE

WRITES A SENSATIONAL BOOK.

COMPANION PIECE TO “IF CHRIST
CAME TO CHICAGO.,”

Calls It “Satan’s Invisible World Dis-
played,” or “Deaspairing Democ-
racy"=Tammany Hule De-
nounced-=0nly Hope
Ia the Press,

London, Nov. 2.—"Satan’s Invisible
World Displayed,” or “Despairing Democ-
Tacy,” is the sensationnl title of o scnsa-
tional book dealing with Greater New York,
which W. T. Stead, the editor of the Re-
view of Reviews, will give to the public of
England and America next month as the
fruits of his recent trip across the water.
This book is to be a companion piece to “If
Christ Came to Chicago.”

“But for Chicago, rcad New York, and
for the other the Devil,” said Mr. Stead,
speaking to a reporter for the Assoclated
Press of his newest creatlon.

“Batan's Invisible World"” was, according
to Mr. Stead, revealed by the Lexow com-
mittee, and “Despairing Democracy Is the
moral which he draws from the charter of
Greater New York, which he holds to be a
legislative declaration by the cltizens of
their abandonment of faith in the possibil-
ity of governing a great city by popular
suffrage. These revelutions he reviews at
great length, having succeeded in obtaining
one of the five extant copies of the evi-
dence,

Such is the analytical power of the edit-
or's pen that from the thousands of pages
of printed testimony before that commit-
tee, he weaves coherent and logical deserip-
ticn of “police protection, blackmail and
government by pull” which is made as
interesting as a novel, while phases of it
wil! prove surprising even to those who
rezd the newspaver reports of the investl-
gation. Incldentally, he reviews the his-
tery of Tammany Hall and the methods of

its leaders,

The unique title of the book Is borrowed
from Hopkins' treatise on “With Finding™
as Leing the most appropriate description
of the state of abysmal abomination Into
which the government of New York had
sunk before the great revolt of 1884

“Here in the history of New York we
have the whole infernal phantasmagoria
once again, with heelers for witches and
pelicemen as wizards, And behind l.h-'-_m
all, always present but dimly seen, ine
omrnipresent central force, whose namne is
muttered with awe, and whose mandate is
oheyed with speed, is the same somber
tigure whom his devotees regard with pas-
sionnte worship, and whom his enemies
dread even as they curse his name. And
this modern Sathanas—this man who to
every good Republlean is the most au-
thentie incarnation of the principle of c_\-u,
the wveritable archfiend of the political
werld—is the boss of Tammany Hall™

The book bristles with etriking headlines
and descriptions in Mr, Stead's terse style.
“Among its other achlevements, the Lexow
committer enriched the vocabulary of our
language by the word ‘pantata,’ '’ he says.
“IJt is a mysterious word of Bohemian or-
igin. meaning father-in-lnw. The New
York police cantain was, in a very speeind
sense, the father-in-law to a very numer-
ous progeny of disreputable people. 1n-
stead of being a terror of evildoers, he be-
came the pantuta who looked after them
with semi-parental care, who regarded it
intleed, as his chief function to relax the
law in their behalf—for consideration re-
celved.”

Under the heading, *“I'he Farmer Gen-
eral of the Wages of 5in,”" he continued:

“The strange woman, that pathetic and
tragic figure In the streets of all great
cities, whose house = =~ ald was snid to
e the way of hell, own into the
chambers of death, . In the police
captain only the senti. of rapacity. In
his eves she was merely an asset In his
farm and one of the most valuable. For
itn New York the prostitute was the police-
man's milch cow. The police were not
mercly tollkeepors on the way to hell, but
if by any chance the strange womnn
wished to forsake her chamber of death.
they thrust her back into it. What was it
to them that she might wish to save her
soul? Her duty was to stay there and earn
dollars for the police.”

In this connection he reviews attempts
which have heen made to suppress street-
wulking, ind coneludes:

“Americans and forelgners are often
shoeked st the state of London streets. Mr.
Croker expressad himself as being much
horrified at the state of Plecadilly at mid-
night. But hetter a thousand times have
the seandal of our streets than place the
liberiy of all women at the mercy of the
police: giving men. more or less immoral
themselves, absolute liberty to arrest nny
woman whom they please to say Is lolter-
ing for purposes of prostitution.

After describing the various methods and
victims of police binckmail, the gamblers,
roliey shops, disorderly houses, common
thieves, the electlon frauds concocted by
the pollies, the system of securing promo-
tions in office and political nominations by

The solitnry gleam of hope which plerces
through this gloomy prospect to Mr. Stead's
eves is the press. Newspapers have power
10 investigate and expose, but in the most
remnarkable passage of the book Mr. Stead

roposes that thelr powers should be en-
E;.rgmi by hestowing on them authority to
summon perzons and papers and put wit-
resses upon oath.

He was a timid ap-
pearing ¥oung mun and as Marshal Hulse
piloted him to the =cenes of =0 many noted
robberics he told the reporter one blood-
curdling tale after another about the peo-
ple of Crackerneck, and especially how they
deliked newspaper reporters and sk-tch
artists. Marshal Hulse led the reporier to
believe that at any moment he was likely
to be ambushed and he would certiainly be
shot at if It was discovered that he was
taking pletures for publication.

At Kelly's Crossing, where the last hold-
up occurrad, the reporter went down the
trnck alone to make a snap shot of the
place. Suddenly two shots rang out from
the womls and the reporter started on a
wild run up the rallroad track to where
Hulse was waiting. He thought he had
been attacked by the natives of Cracksrneck
but n moment later an old man with a
rabbit appeared and explained that he
had fired the shots at the rahbbit. The
reporter begged Marshal Hulse to not tell
the story, but It was too good to keep.

SENT UP FOR SEVEN YEARS

KANSAS CITY PINKERTONS CORVICT
TWO NOTED BURGLARS.

George L. Rigley and “Frenchy” De
vere Found Gullty of Hank RHob-
bery at (Eenrvl.'.‘eb..

3 Yesteridny.

A telegram reached the local Pinkerton
headnuarters yesterday stating thnt George
L. Rigley, alins Davis, alins Joe Bush,
and Thomas Wilson, alins Lovejoy, alias
DeVere, alias “Frenchy,” had been sen-

tenced to seven Yvears each In the Ne-
bruska penitentinry on a charge of safe-

blowing. Rigley and Wilson were arrested
at the Instigation of the Kansas City Fink-
erton bureau and were convicled on evl-
dence secured by the bureau. Assistant
Superintendent F. H. Tillot=on worked on
the ecase for several months and was pres-

ent at thelr trial at Geneva, Neb,, as the
state's most lmportant witness. He wan
highly gratified at recelving the favorable
messaze vesterday and tadked freely to o
reporter for The Journal about the rob-
bery and some of its interesting features.

Rigley Is a smooth crook und safeblower
and has done time in many penitentiaries,
His home is at $11 South Twenty-fourth
street, Omaha. He is 28 years old, 5 feet il
inches in helght and weighs 145 pounds.
He is econsidersd by the authorities o
bralny man. He has served sentences in
the penitentiaries at Jollet, 11, Jefferson
City, Mo., and Fort Madison, In. He spent
two terms In the latter prison, but when
his last sentence was nbout out he was
transferred to the prison at Anomosa. He
eseaped from this prison In 183

Wilson, who is Dbetter known as
“Frenchy,” I8 a petty thief and has mo
fame among the rogues' gallery class of
crooks. His home iIs *anywhere his hat
is off.”*

On the night of Mnﬁ 2% 1597, the bank at
Ohklown, Neb., was broken into and the
safe robbed of 3860 In cash. The burglara
had picked a hole through the vault with a

ickax, and had completely demolished the
bank safe, which was Inside the vault and
contained the money. Gunpowder had been
used to blow the safe. Ohiowa Is a small
town. and the loeal authoritics were at a
complete loss to know who the robbers
Were.

The contents of the safe had been In-
sured against robbery in the Fidelity and
Cisualty Company, of New York, and this
latter concern. upon belng notified of the

robbery, at once put the Pinkertons at
work upon the ease, which was assigned
1o the Kansas City office, and Mr. Tillot-
son wus detailed on it. He arrived in

Ohiowa, June 4, and after looking over the

ground, decided the work had been done by
experts. He found the pickax with which
the vault had been opensd under a side-

wnlk near the bank. The trademark was |

still upon it, and showed that it had been
bought at a store in Wilbur, Neb,, a small
smlet forty miles from Ohlowa. From
ths storekeeper Mr. Tillotson secured a
gcod description of the men who had pur-
chased the pickax, and at once wired it to
Svperintendent Schumacher in this city.

Mr. Schumnacher succeeded in identifying
Rigley and Wilson. both of whose pletures
were in his rogues’ ga. -ry, and their arrest
at Lincoln, Neb., followed on June 23, less
than n month after the robbery bhad
committed.

Before the captives were arralgned for
trinl for the Ohiowa job they were taken
to Osceola. Neb., for tris]l on a charge of
having robbed a bank at S8helby, Neb. They
were acguitted, but after being placed on

trial for the Ohiowa job “Frenchy™ con-

| key the other day.

fessed to having helped Rigley blow the
safe in the Shelby bank.

In preparation for trial for the Ohlowa
robbery Rigley and Wilson secured the
services of Billingsly & Green, two of the
best lawyers in Lincoln, to defend them.
They also had o local attorney. Mr. Til-
lotson says Rigley showed the most re-
markable ability in cgaching hls lawyers
during the trial and bullt up o strong de-
| fense. The evidence of the state was too
! overwhelming, however, and the men were
| convicted.

Vuring his Investigation of the case, Mr.
| Tillotson found that several days before
| the robbery they drove out of Lincoln with
thelr own team and wagon on the morning
| of May 2. That day they bought the pick-
lax at Wilbur. On the morning of May I7
! they arrived at a small schoolhouse, where
{ they camped all day. The night of May
27 waa stormy, and they put up at the
house of an old Bohemlan until the even-
irg of May 25, when they drove over to

CUTTING TEETH AT EIGHTY.

MR.JACKMAN HAS EIGHT NEW ONES
AND MORE COMING.

He's Mighty Proud of This Third Set
of Teeth, Which Forced Out
the Worn Ones as They
Grew.

He is 80 years old and is culting his third
set of teeth, and Willlam M. Jackman is as
proud of them as he was seventy odd years
ago when his second set of tecth began to
crowd out the milk teeth of his childhooa.
In the righthand pocket of his homespun
vest Mr. Jacrkman carries eight old and
worn teeth that were pushed out by the
new ones,

Mr. Jackman has a farm eight mlll.'!'
north of Sweet Springs, in Sallne county.
He is visiting his son, George Jackman,
who lives at 919 jefferson street.

“Them's my old teeth.' said the old gen-
tleman Iast night as he fumbled in his
vest pocket und brought out the eight teeth
that had been worn down almost to the
gums by constant chewing of food and to-
bacea. He rattled them together in his
hand like a =set of dice.

“I: was mighty surprising to me when
the new teeth began to come out,” he
Enld. *“The first one came a year ago.
First one of my teeth began to get loose
and bye and bye I pulled it out with my
fingers and then I noticed what I thought
at first was a rool where the tooth had
been  But it wasn't a root. It was a new
tcoth. as bright and shiny as a new pin,
anid there she is!™

Mr. Jackman opened his mouth and
shoewed an eyetooth that was as =ound as

the scene of the robbery, arriving some
time after dark.

A remarkable incident oceurred during |
the trial of Rigley and Wilson, showing the
keen intellect of the old Hohemian with
whom. the robbers had stopped the night
before the robbery. He is more than 3
years old, and when he took the stand was
barely able to walk up through the alsle
with the aid of a heavy ecane. His body
was bent and his hair was white, Every
witniess, both for the state and defense, had
previously been excluded from the court- |
room. The state relied on the old man to
ccmplete its identification of the robbers
and strengthen its chain of evidence. At
the suggestion of the lawyers for the de-
' fense, the defendants slipped out from their
accustomed places in the courtroom and
deposited themselves In separate places
| among the spectators. When asked if he
could fdentify the men who had stopped
with him the night before the robbery at
Ohiown. the old Bohemian shook his head
and said:

“I don’t belleve T can. It was after dark
when they came that night and after dark
when they left and as my =ight is poor I
mayv not be able to know them again.”

He was told to pass through the crowid,
however, and have a look at every man's
face. This he did. He had not tnken a
dozen steps bafore he came to Rigley, i

“That's one of them,” he shouted, as he |
pointed a long. bony finger fairly in the
guilty man's face. “Frenchy'” was Identl-
fied In the same manner as his pal and
when the old man had taken hiz seat again,
a storm of applause broke over the au-;
dience which was remarkable“for a court-
room scene. Mr. Tillotson sald vesterday
that it was the most remarkable piece |
of identification he had ever seen. The jury
was out only a few minutes before arriving
at u verdiet.
